B. Typical year assessment(s): A typical year assesment was completed using the Corps Antecedent
Precipitation tool and showed that during June 15, 2020, the date the site survey was taken by SWCA, the
project area was experiencing normal conditions. Aerial images from Digital Globe were accessed and
showed no evidence of pooling water during the wet or dry seasons.

C. Additional comments to support AJD: The photos taken June 15 and 16, 2020 provided by SWCA
show no wetland indicator plants or standing water in the project area. The soil data provided by SWCA
show no hydric soils on site. Review of the National Wetlands Inventory showed no wetlands recorded
within the project area. Based on this evidence, there are no waters of the U.S. within the project area and
the review area is composed entirely of dry land.
